SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 25.— Fire broke 


out in the Oregan Improvement Co.'s 
coal mine tit Franklin, 
thirty-four 


miles from this city, at 1 o'clock Fri- 
day aftornoou, and already thirty-seven 
dead bodies have been recovered from 
the mine. 
It is known thatnmny oth- 


ers are imprisoned ill thD fiery furnace, 
lint tho number is only a mutter oi 
conjecture as yet. 


The first news of the tragedy was re- 


ceived in this city by Manager Smith 
nt 1:20 o'clock Friday afternoon, !n the 
shape of a._telegTiim from the mine 
superintendent, which stated that the 
mine was afire and that many miners, 
Tjoth white and black, were imprison- 
ed. 
Later a telegram WHS received 


reading as follows: 


"Thirty-seven dead bodies were taken 


out, and suppose there are many more 
to be recovered." 


Manager Smith, when ho first learn- 


ed that the mine was afire, sent out a 
special train bearing Superintendent 
Cory and a crew to assis^__ln subduing 
the flames, talcing care of the com- 
pany's property and rescuing the im- 
prisoned men. 
Tho ofucera in this city 


nre reticent in giving out any informa- 
tion whatever beyond tho fact that 
the mine caught fire and thirty-Bevon 
dead bodies have been removed al- 
ready. 


Mate telegram from the scene states 


thiit the thlrty.sovcu who were killed 
probably died from being suffocated by 
the smoke, as the bodies do not show 
burns of u fatal nature. What propor- 
tion of the dead men nre white and 
what proportion are black can not at 
present be learned, but the ofliccrs say 
thoy are equally divided. 


Wives, children and comrades of the 


dead men arc frantic with grief and 
form a pifitnrc that would move the 
strongest to tears. 


A telegram at '1:30 o'clock stated that 


the fire was out, and the damage not 
KO extensive as at first supposed. 
The 


smoke hud the effect of deceiving the 
men as to the extent of the lire. No 
more bodies have been recovered, but 
men are now engaged in exploring the 
mine.

Then, too, our 


woolen manufacturers will begin to 
break into the foreign trade. They 
will begin to sell American woolens in 
foreign countries, because with free 
wool there is no reason why our man- 
ufactures should not under sell the 
world in the markets of South Amer- 
ica, Canada, Eastern Asia and Aus- 
ralia. So that the outcome of rednc- 
ng the tariff on woolens and providing 
ree xvool, will eventually be to double 
the output from our woolen mills, and 
thus increase the demand for labor as 
well as the demand for American 
grown wool. We take this example of 
the woolen schedule merely to show 
what the result will be all along the 
line, and when practice shall have 
demonstrated what we say there will 
be no longer any desire to return to 
McKlnley tariffs.

leave to offer the following report of 
changes which it deems advisable in

which prepare pupils for corresponding 
eoiir.scs in colleges, the establishment 
cf two fully equivalent normal courses, 
<me of which shall contain no foreign 
language and the other none but Latin. 
Tlie time taken for German in the 
'ither courses shall in the 
normal 


courses be devoted to instruction in the 
theory and practice of teaching, to- 
gether with tlie history thereof, and in 
such other branches as may be deemed 
necessary. 
Pupils taking either of the 


normal courses shall, during the fourth 
year, spend part of each two weeks in 
I lie primary and grammar schools, un- 
der !he direction of the superintendent, 
for tho purpose of learning the practi- 
cal details of school work, ami during 
that year they may be employed (with- 
•Mit pay) in such substitute work as 
uill not interfere with their studies. 


These recommendations are ma-le. 


''n the one hand, for the purpose of

:i purely English course in the llisrh 
-••'•hiiol. ami. on the other, for the rnr- 
T'f'-ft of sccnring better preparation for 
the work of teaching. .
